DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejection against 
independent claim 6. The independent claim is cancelled by the examiner in 
accordance with MPEP § 1214.06. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 7 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, suggest or fairly teach 
the limitations of independent claim 7 in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. Although the prior art discloses a multitrack optical disc 
reader comprising: a multitrack optical pick up for reading data from multiple tracks of 
an optical disc and outputting data from each track in respective data streams; and a

memory bank in which first-in-first-out (FIFO) buffers for temporarily storing data from 
the respective data streams may be dynamically defined, the prior art fails to disclose 
wherein the reader can use less than the maximum number of tracks that can be 
read such that when less than the maximum number of tracks that can be read 
are being used, one or more of the FIFO buffers are defined to have a size equal 
to or greater than the total FIFO memory that can be defined in the memory bank 
divided by the number of tracks that can be read being used or the maximum 
number of tracks that can be read by the pickup. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
